Ken  proposes  to  change  from  four  to  two-year  terms,  as  Board 
members  will  be  more  responsive  to  membership;  change  current 
numbered  seats  to  three  at-large  and  four  geographical  seats  for  better  representation;  east,  mideast, 
midwest  and  west;  limit  total  years  a  board  member  can  serve  to  20  to  bring  in  new  people  and 
fresh  ideas;  if  a  Board  member  becomes  President,  propose  that  he  can  then  serve  only  one  more 
term  after  presidency,  regardless  of  total  years  served,  unless  total  more  than  20,  then  no  term; 
limit  number  of  coin  dealers  on  board  to  four  maximum,  since  ANA  is  and  should  remain  basically 
a  collectors'  organization;  better  define  code-of-ethics  violations  so  faster  disciplinary  action  can 
be  taken,  for  example,  if  refunds  aren't  made,  or  merchandise  isn't  shipped  within  30  days  after 
receipt,  or  three  or  more  bad  checks  written  in  three  separate  transactions  in  a  year;  because 
conventions  are  too  big  and  expensive,  change  to  accomodate  smaller  dealers  and  "average"  col¬ 
lectors,-  and  require  appropriately  pre-planned  budget.

In  my  per¬ 
sonal  examination,  I  found  this  token  to  be  struck  in  silver  and  exhibiting  proof  like  sur¬ 
faces.  (See  Fuld’s  Civil  War  Tokens,  1960  Whitman  Publishers.)  Fuld  obverse  129  or  130  and 
reverse  349.  Rarity  9.  2  to  4  known. 

Most  impressive  are  the  two  gold  wedding  bands;  inserted  in  each  band  and  protected  by 
the  glass  arc  mint  struck  violet  toned  proof  like  medalets  of  Andrew  Jackson  who  appeals 
on  both  obverses  Oiu'  of  the  medalets  is  listed  in  (Doyle  DeWitt’s  “A  Century  of  Campaign 
Bullous  I7H9  l»H9”i,  this  IH  millimeter  silvc'f  mint  struck  medalel  is  Andrew  Jackson  1832-4. 
It  IS  an  original  of  1K;13,  not  the  rcstnke  of  October  1861.  'I'he  name  Bernard  C  Farrell  is 
engraved  around  the  outside  of  this  band  and  is  dated  July  1st  1860. 

A  civilian  bust  of  CJeorge  Washington  is  on  the  reverse  of  this  mint  struck  18  millimeter 
sil\’(‘r  medalet  inserted  in  the  second  gold  wedding  band.  The  engravers  initials  Anthony 
Paijuet,  appear  at  the  bottom  of  the  bust  of  the  right  shoulder.  This  reverse  is  the  same  as 
the  obverse  of  mint  cabinet  medalet  #602  which  is  listed  on  page  241  of  the  1972  revised 
edition.  (Medals  of  the  United  Slates  Mint)  issued  for  public  sale. 

Is  this  non  contemporary  political  medalel  an  unknown  pattern?  Possibly  an  unlisted 
mint  issue'.'  It  seems  logical  that  if  this  mint  medalet  was  known  by  Alfred  Saturlee  it  would 
certainly  have  been  listed  by  Doyle  DeWitt  in  the  non  contemporary  political  section  beginn¬ 
ing  on  page  406.

Each  tool  had  a  definite  function  to  produce 
the  elaborate  engraving  of  that  period,  Ken  also  demonstrated  the  use  of  the 
engraving  font  and  tools.  One  of  the  tools  that  he  displayed  had  the  name  of  the 
company  who  made  it  —  Eyra  F,  Bowmant  &  Co, ,  Lancaster,  PA,  patent  March  12,  1889. 
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Hallenbeck  to  speak 


The  art  of  engraving  will  be 
discussed  by  Kenneth  Hallen¬ 
beck,  newly  elected  governor 
of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  at  the  11th  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Love  Token  Society 
during  the  ANA  convention  in 
San  Diego. 

The  meeting  will  be  Aug.  16 
at  10  a.m.  in  the  Sunset  Room 
of  the  Meeting  House  of  the 
Town  and  Country  HoteL  site 
of  the  convention. 

Hallenbeck,  a  former  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  society,  will  u.se  his 
own  engraving  tools  to  demon¬ 
strate  the  unique  processes 
which  distinguish  love  tokens 
from  the  coins  from  which 
they  are  made. 

"To  the  uninitiated,  a  love  to¬ 
ken  is  a  coin  which  has  one  or 
both  sides  planed  off,  then  en¬ 
graved  with  initials,  names  or 


scenes,”  explains  LTS  director 
Helen  Moore.  "It  is  believed 
that  the  custom  started  in  Eng¬ 
land  by  sailors  and  prisoners 
and  then  spread  to  America. 
Examples  have  been  found  on 
U.S.  coins  from  half  cents  to 
$20  gold  pieces,  and  on  world 
coins.  Sonie  of  the  engraving  is 
crude;  some  is  very  artistic.” 

A  recently  completed  survey 
of  members’  collections  of 
love  tokens  reveals  that  all 
manner  of  coins  were  used. 
Most  popular  among  the  U.S. 
pieces  are  all  denominations 
of  the  Seated  Liberty  series, 
half  dimes.  Barber  dimes,  In¬ 
dian  Head  cents  and  gold  dol¬ 
lar  coins. 

Miscellaneous  pieces  record¬ 
ed  are  silver  planchets,  a  pris¬ 
oner  of  war  90-cent  piece,  a 
Bank  of  New  York  token,  a 
four-piece  Maundy  set.  Hard 


Times  tokens.  Civil  War  tok¬ 
ens,  a  1724  sixth  thaler  and 
Hawaiian  money. 

Unusual  love  tokens  will  be 
shown  in  a  slide  program  by 
Sterling  A.  Rachhootin  during 
the  meeting.  Also  planned  is  a 
small  auction.

Helen  Moore  also  sent  me  an  interesting  story  on  her  latest  acquistion,  which  is  on 
a  twenty  dollar  gold  piece.  The  story  goes  something  like  this:  The  son  visited  his 
father  in  Louisville  in  1863,  at  which  time  the  father  gave  him  a  twenty  dollar  gold 
piece.  Later  the  father  died,  but  the  son  was  in  a  hospital  and  could  not  go  to  see 
him  or  go  to  the  funeral.  So  he  had  the  gold  piece  engraved  as  a  rememberance.  This 
is  what  it  says  in  script: 

"From 

-  My  Father  - 
in  camp  at  Louisville 
Jan-2-63  the  last  time 
I  saw  him  alive,  he  having 
died  Mar  25  following 
while  I  was  in  hospital 
at  Nashville  Tenn 

Ja!  A.  WILCOX"

Specifically,  he  needs  a  sample  of  a  plain  single  raongogram — no  borders,  a  monogram 
with  a  fancy  border,  and  finally  a  monogram  with  either  raised  lettering  or  enameled 
lettering  or  gold-overlay  lettering.  These  are  his  three  general  categories  of  surface 
features;  namely  -  plain,  fancy  and  elaborate.  Then  he  can  use  some  samples  pictorials 
scenics,  birds,  fish,  tools,  Masonics,  people.  Finally,  a  few  sample  pieces  are  needed 
with  messages — such  as  "John  Jones,  Born  12-12-08  and  died  of  yellow  fever  1-3-64  at 
Manassas"  —  or  "JB  to  RS  With  Love,  1-5-78",  or  any  message  easily  understood.

BAN  IMPORTATION  OF  SOVIET  GOLD  COINS 


"It  is  time  to  ban  the  importation  of  Russian  gold  coins  into  the  United  States," 
according  to  Chairman  Frank  Annunzio  (D-Ill.)  of  the  House  Consumer  Affairs  and  Coinage 
Subcommittee.  "We  must  no  longer  permit  the  Soviet  Union  to  sell  its  gold  coins  here 
pay  its  fighter  pilots  to  kill  our  citizens.  To  put  a  stop  to  these  imports,  I  will  offer 
an  amendment  to  the  Export  Administration  Amendments  Act  when  that  bill  is  brought  to  the 
Floor. " 

Over  the  past  four  and  one-half  years,  the  Soviet  Union  has  exported  nearly 
$46  million  worth  of  gold  coins  to  the  United  States.  These  coins  include  1980  Moscow 
Olympic  coins  as  well  as  a  gold  bullion  coin  known  as  a  chervonetz.  The  sale  of  these 
coins  is  used  by  the  Soviet  Union  to  raise  much  needed  hard  currency  for  trade  with  the 
West. 


"While  I  doubt  that  any  patriotic  Americans  would  buy  Soviet  coins  in  protest  over 
the  murders,  the  Soviets  will  count  on  Americans  forgetting  the  tragedy  as  time  passes. 
The  ban  on  these  coins  will  assure  that  we  will  not  forget.  There  will  not  be  a  return  to 
business  as  usual* as  long  as  the  Soviet  Union  continues  on  its  current  course. 

"No  action  we  can  take  will  ever  bring  back  the  269  persons  who  died  in  the  air  ov' 
the  Sea  of  Japan,  but  this  step  at  least  will  show  the  Soviet  government  that  we  will  not 
help  them  fund  their  atrocities,"  said  Annunzio.

Since  the  first  hobo  nickels 
story  was  published  in  Coin 
World  Jan.  21,  1981,  about  "Bo 
the  Hobo,”  many  events  have 
taken  place. 

First,  I  would  like  to  thank 
Coin  World  for  publishing  the 
articles.  Most  of  all,  I  want  to 
thank  the  many  people  who 
have  commented  favorably 


about  the  articles. 

The  response  by  readers  was 
overwhelming,  not  only  in  the 
comments  made  by  them,  but 
also  in  the  deluge  of  hobo  nick¬ 
els  sent  for  my  study,  com¬ 
ments,  and  offers  of  hobos  for 
sale. 

In  the  past  II  months  over 
600  Hobo  nickels  have  crossed 
my  desk,  and  approximately

which  were  originally  Indian  Head  and  Buffaio  five-cent  coins. 
The  bearded  man  at  left  is  a  rare  pushed  metal  hobo  nickel. 


Soldiers  are  popular  subjects  as  evidenced  by  the  Spanish  coin  at 
left,  which  garbs  the  king  in  uniform.  This  hobo  was  sent  from 
Tuerto  Rico.  At  right,  an  American  nickel  portrays  a  soldier  of 
World  War  I  vintage.  The  pushed  metal  (hat  rim  and  ear  raised) 
gives  a  true  three-dimensional  effect,  a  rare  type  of  hobo  nickle. 


200  of  these  have  been  photo¬ 
graphed. 

These  hobo  nickels  have 
ranged  from  mutilated  coins  to 
delicate  works  of  sheer  genuis; 
autographed  to  symbolic; 
beautiful  to  grotesque;  ciga¬ 
rette,  to  cigar,  to  pipe  smoker; 
stubble  to  stately  beards;  Can¬ 


ada  to  Puerto  Rica;  New  Jer¬ 
sey  to  California,  and  pushed 
metal  artistry. 

In  all,  617  Hobo  nickels  from 
23  states  were  sent  or  brought 
to  me.  Thank  all  of  you  for 
sharing,  and  1  apologize  for  not 
acknowledging  each  one  of  you 
in  this  article.
